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JOSEPH FRENCH REVIEWS | Sharkey Wins 
CONVENTION WORK 


The ratepayers are keenly interest- 
-ed in the new Educational Act, and 
the Standard has requested the Chair- 
man Joseph French to give a report 
of the Convention from his viewpoint, 
which should prove intensely interest. 
ing to all who have the welfare of 
the educational system at heart. 

There were nearly 1200 people in 
attendance, the largest convention 
ever held. The reason for such a 
Jarge number being there, was on ac- 
count of the proposed change in the 
rural school system. 

I would like to mention a few facts 
-and points of Prof. Ottewell’s address 
which I think important. 

‘He, above all else, stressed the pre- 
sent position of secondary education 
‘in the rural districts, and showed how 
the City and Town High Schools are 
having to carry the burden of educat- 
ing the country children without 
‘proper financial remuneration, In the 
city of Edmonton, within the last two 
or three years, the proportion of 
country children to town children had 
risen from 4 to 12 per cent. It is now 
costing the city $211 per technical 
student and $125 per high school 
student. By law they are allowed to 
collect $30 for each high school 
student. 

What is to be the solution of this 
ever increasing burden? First he sug. 
-gests that grade XII be excluded, and 
finally that there will be no accommo. 
dation for non-residents. Something 
must then be done to provide second- 
ary education for the country child. 
ren, Mr. Ottewell proposes Residen- 


tial High Schools at suitable locations. | 


Proper fees must be charged on a 
larger taxing area is imperative. 

As a help to secondary education in 
the country, he predicts that the Uni 
versity of Edmonton will broadcasi 
fectures, and the schools by installing 
a radio) can listen in and benefit by 
same. He finally said that the high 
school system must be overhauled to 
fit in with rural requirements. . 

In conversation with Professor Ot- 
stewell later in the day, he expressed 
the opinion that Residential High 
Schools should be established to the 
same extent as agricultural schools, 
‘and financed and operated by the 
government in the same way. 

In the afternoon we were addressed 
‘by Hon, Perrin Baker, Minister of 
‘Education. He gave a very fine, clear 
-and precise statement of his proposed

Following his address there was an 
immediate request by many of the 
delegates for a period to ask ques- 
tions, This was granted, and as far 
as possible, the Minister gave satis 
factory answers, but the time taken 
up Was much longer than had 


anticipated, so the chairman had te} 


close down on the question period and 
throw the meeting open to general 
discussion. 

It was very evident then as 
‘there had been such a tremendous 
number of ‘Trustees attending the 
convention. One atter another they 
wanted the floor to speak against the 
Minister's proposed scheme, until 
finally there was so much noise and 
disturbance that the chairman lost 
control of the meeting, and it became 
impossible for anyone to have a 
chance to say anything without being 
shouted down, and finally at six 
o'clock the meeting was adjourned. 

Many who were against the proposal 
managed to get a hearing, but those 
who were for it had practically no 
chance to speak. 

To me it was quite evident that the 
majority of delegates were there to 
kill the proposal, and on the following 
morning, I understand, it was done in 
a most emphatic manner.

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Report of School 
Trustees Convention

The following report may be ot 
interest to some of the tax payers in 
the Carseland district, at any rate I 
feel as though a report ig due them 
in as much as they paid my expenses 
to the Alberta School Trustees Assoc- 
jation annual convention held at 
Lethbridge February 5th, 6th and 7th. 

First I wish to say that the citizens 
of Lethbridge did everything in their 
power to make the convention a suc- 
cess and our stay a pleasant one. 
Twenty or twenty-five cars with 
drivers were put at the disposal of 
the delegates. We were met at the 
station and taken to the convention 
hall and to our rooms—quite a depart- 
ure from the usual reception tendered 
convention delegates at other places. 

The evening sessiong were taken up 
by addresses and music. Lethbridge 
is blessed with an abundance of musi 
cal talent, and tiie numbers rendered 
were a real treat to all of us, 

The real business of the convention 
began after the address of Hon 
Perrin Baker, Minister of Education. 
Mr. Baker was accorded a_ very 
courteous and attentive hearing while 
he went into the origin of, administra 
tion of, and benefits hoped to be de- 
rived from the new School Act; but 
after the question was opened for dis 
cussion, panorama broke loose. 
About twenty-five delegates insisted 
upon ibeing the first to throw their 
own) little monkey-wrench into the 
machinery, You all know the final 
outcome of the vote on the Act. 1) 
think probably less than ten percent 
voted in-favor of the Act. My im- 
pressions of this part of the conven- 
tion were that most of the delegates 
came to the convention with their | 
minds already made up to vote} 
against the act, regardless of any ar- 
gzuments put forward in favor of it, 
their decision having been arrivell at 
by their own local ,conditions, I 
questioned a great many rural trustees 
concerning this, and why they took 
their stand, and I came to the conclu- 
sion that they can be put into two 
general classes: 


and backing up their stand by state 
ments like the following, “We have 
been hiring our own teachers for 
years and years, and who knows bet- 
ter than we do what kind of teachers 
we want to teach our children’; the 
other, by far the largest number, is 
made up of those who live in more or 
less prosperous districts, but who are 
afraid the new plan will call for more 
taxes for thém to pay. 

During almost the entire discussion 
period of the new School Act, your

cussed There was an almost universal 
demand from the delegates for a cut- 
ting down of the number of units re 
quired in both junior and senior mat. 
riculation to 19 and 26 instead of 21 
and 28, thus; enabling the average 
pupil to finish in three or four years. 
Mr. C. O. Hicks, Edmonton High 
School principal, supported this view, 
stating that the average pass for the 
province was five and a fraction units 
per year, whereas seven are required. 
Mr. Ross, Deputy Minister of Educa- 
tion, and Mr. Smith, Inspector of High 
Schools, were both in attendance and 
defended the present course, but 
openly admitted that the course was 
directed in only one direction, i. e, an 
academic education and to the Uni- 
versity. The concensus of opinion 
among the delegates and many of the 
speakers, was that the high school 
course should be more elastic and 
more adaptable to present day needs, 
thereby enabling those wishing an in- 
dustrial education to take advantage 
of a high school education without 
being required to wade through a mass 
of text matter, the ecquiring of which 
is practically useless to them in their 
chosen work.

tenance. Then the provincial treasury 
becoming alarmed at its increasing 
budget, the four centres, Vancouver, 
| Victoria, Westminster and Nanaimo. 
were informed that they could look 
after their own schools, the provin- 
cial government giving only a small 
grant. 

This system was extended to cover 
other towns, although the grant to 
these others has been larger than to 
the places mentioned. In 1901 the 
rural school districts were divided 
into those that had an assessed prop 
erty value of $150,000 and those that 
had not. The former had to pay far 
its schools but the latter got a hand 
out from the government. Two hun 
dred districts had no school rate ‘as 
the minister pointed out when pre- 
senting his bill, and several had as low 
as one-half a mill. On the other hand, 
in the cities and in the districts the 
school rate was thirty mills and over. 

In view of the opinion sometimes 
expressed that Manitoba should fin- 
ance all its schools from the provin- 
cial treasury, British Columbia's bis- 
tory has points of immediate interest. 

Minor reforms covered in the Brit- 
{sh Columbia bill include a provision 
intended to induce teachers to remain 
in the pioneer districts. After two 
years’ continuous service chey may re- 
ceive $100 extra a year. It is not plain 
whether this reward is to be at the 
hands of the government or the locas 
trustees board, One would think that 
since it is to be a recognition of con 
tinued service it should be paid when 
that condition is met as a settled thing 
not a “maby”. Manitoba has a pro- 
Vision for an increased grant of the 
board where the teacher remains in 
continuous service, 15 cents per day 
for the second year and 25c for each 
succeeding year. There has been a 
complaint that the boards qualifying 
for the medal as the “meanest” have 
been sorted out through their retaining 
this extra grant and not passing it 
along to the teacher. . 

After this in the western province 
only British subjects may vote for 
schoo} trustee and it will be impossible 
for a man and wife to hold office as 
trustees on the same property rights.
